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INTRODUCTION 


The Roc! or Pi w is a one-of-a-kind movie. What makes 
this film so special is that its fans are not just passive viewers but rather 
they are active participants. They dress as the characters, use the props 
of the film, talk back to the screen and some even perform all the actions 
simultaneously while the movie is playing. It is this love and devotion to 


The Rocky Horror Picture Show that has made it the most successful 


midnight movie of all time. 


This book is a guide to audience participation. It is not meant to be the 
“final word” on what to do in the theaters — but rather suggestions and 
ideas for “virgins” and newly-converted followers. Many of these audi- 
ence “callbacks” have changed or been updated over the years. (e.g. 
When the Transylvanians are leaning over the lab railing, the line was 
“It's the King family in drag,” then it changed to “It’s the B-52’s,” then it 
was “We are the world,” and in some places it’s back to “It’s the B-52’s”.) 
Some of these callbacks may be different than those that are used in 
pout theater or area. Part of the fun of The Rocky Horror Picture Show 
is making up your own. Also included is a prop list, Time Warp instruc- 
tions and rules of Rocky etiquette I developed many years ago. (The 
tules of prop use may vary according to local theater policy - so always 
check first.) In the back of the book, there is a special collector's guide 
that was developed and researched by one of Rocky Horror’s biggest fans 
- Mike Hess. 


So we hope you enjoy this guide with absolute pleasure.

Official RHPS Prop List 


Here is a basic list of props and instructions for their use in participation to RHPS. This list may vary according 


to theater policy or local customs. 


1) Rice — At the beginning of the film is the wed- 
ding of Ralph Hapschatt and Betty Munroe. As 
the newlyweds exit the church, you should 
throw the rice along with the on-screen wedding 
guests. 


2) Newspapers - When Brad and Janet are caught 
in the storm, Janet covers her head with a news- 
paper (The “Plain Dealer”). At this point, you 
should likewise cover your head. 


3) Water pistols — These are used by members of 
the audience to simulate the rainstorm that 
Brad and Janet are caught in. (Now do you see 
why you should use the newspapers?) 


4) Candles, flashlights — During the “There's a 
light” verse of “Over at the Frankenstein Place,” 
you should light up the theater with candles, 
flashlights, lighters, etc. (Be careful to respect 
the theater's policy about open flames — remem- 
ber you are wearing newspapers on your head!) 


5) Rubber gloves — During and after the creation 
speech, Frank snaps his rubber gloves three 
times. Later, Magenta pulls these gloves off his 
hands. You should snap your gloves in syne 
each time to create a fantastic sound effect. 


6) Noisemakers — At the end of the creation 
speech, the Transylvanians respond with ap- 
plause and noisemakers. You should do the 
same. 
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7) Confetti—At the end of the “Charles Atlas 
Song” reprise, the Transylvanians throw confet- 
ti as Rocky and Frank head toward the bed- 
room. You should do the same. 


8) Toilet paper — When Dr. Scott enters the lab, 
Brad cries out “Great Scott!” At this point, you 
should hurl rolls of toilet paper into the air. 
(Preferably Scotts.) 


9) Toast— When Frank proposes a toast at dinner, 
members of the audience throw toast into the 
air. (Preferably unbuttered — things could get 


sticky.) 


10) Party hat — At the diner table, when Frank puts 


on a party hat, you should do the same. 


11) Bell — During the song “Planet Schmanet,” ring 


the bell when Frank sings “Did you hear a bell 
ring?” 


12) Cards — During the song “I'm Going Home” 


Frank sings “Cards for sorrow, cards for pain”. 
At this point you should shower the theater 
with cards. 


Hot dogs and prunes - It has happened on oc- 
casion, that fans will throw hot dogs and prunes 
at their appropriate mention in the film. This 
should not be encouraged because it attracts 
rodents and leaves stains on the screen. 


“ROCKY HORROR” Etiquette 


The difference between a true RHPS fan and someone just out for a rowdy time can be seen in their manners 
and etiquette. Here are some guidelines that should be deemed necessary by anyone looking to perpetuate our 
experiences of absolute pleasure. 


1) The throwing of rice, toilet paper, water, etc. is 
part of the fun. It is not meant to harm people, 
ruin someone’s make-up or costume, or cause 
damage to the theater. 


2) Never make fun of someone for “dressing up” — 
especially if their costume or make-up is not ex- 
act. The point is that their heart is in it and this 
might discourage them or others from ever re- 
turning in costume and that's what this cult’s all 
about, isn’t it? 
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If you portray a certain character in your the- 
ater or its performing group, don’t get angry or 
jealous if someone else comes dressed as that 
character. Remember that the movie and its 
characters are not your exclusive property. 
When you think about it, any resentment is 
hypocritical to your own “dressing up”. 


4) Respect the wishes of the theater and its man- 
agement. Vandalism and the breaking of rules 
might not only lead to your ejection, but to the 
closing of the film. This would only be spoiling 
it for everyone. 


If visitors from other theaters or areas comes to 
visit, don’t try to “shout them down”. Respect 
the fact that they might yell different “lines”. 
Why, you might even find some new ones more 
preferable to your own. 
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Calling Brad an “asshole” and “neck lines” to 
the criminologist are funny in their proper 
place, but should not be yelled every time you 
see these characters’ faces. It does get boring 
and monotonous.
